SAIGON (AP) - Forty pris- 


oners of war escaped from a 
prison detail on Phu Quoc Is- 
land Monday after killing one of 
their South Vietnamese guards 
and wounding another, 


Nine of the prisoners were 


killed and two wounded in a gun 
battle, but 29 were still at large 
today. South Vietnamese head- 
quarters announced. 


A spokesman said he did not 


know whether the prisoners 
were North Vietnamese, Viet 
Cong or both. He said there are 
more than 20,000 North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong in the 
prison camp on the island in the 
Gulf of Siam just off the south- 
west coast of Vietnam.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


jecting an appeal by New York 
and Ohio officials, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has giv- 
en final approval to a 10 per 
cent increase in passenger fares 
by 21 railroads, effective today. 


Three 
ICC commissioners, 


acting Monday for the full, 11- 
member 
panel, 
upheld last 


week's approval of the fare hike 
by the agency's Board of Sus- 
pension. 


New York's and Ohio's public 


utility commissions had protest- 
ed. Further appeal still is possi- 
ble, but the increase can be im- 
plemented in the meantime. 


The boost is the eighth grant- 


ed by the ICC since Dec. 1, 1967. 
Most have been for 5 per cent, 
and not all railroads benefitted 
from each hike.

ary.

Too Much Acid' 
Is Loosely Used Phrase 


Q—A gastric analysis re- 


Some time ago we asked 


our readers to send us hands 
for the column if they found 
one that seemed suitable. 
Floyd Miller of L o n d o n , 
Ontario, has taken us at our 
word. 


He w r i t e s in part: "I 


opened with a two no-trump 
in a recent duplicate game. 
My partner raised me to 
game and I proceeded to take 
all 13 tricks with 23 points 
opposite five points and only 
one five-card suit to help me 
along. Most players got to 
four hearts and also made 
seven but as no one got to 
any slam my score was a tie 
for top. I wonder if many ex- 
perts would have reached a 
slam with these cards?" 


The hand is interesting in- 


deed and does show how the 
luck of finding the enemy 
cards just where you want 
them can bring home a lot 
of tricks. 


Playing at either no-trump 


or hearts a diamond lead 
makes everything easy. The 
king of diamonds will drop 


under the ace if East doesn't 
play it at trick one and you 
don't have any problem in 
the club suit. Not only is the 
queen where you want it to 
be but it falls on the second 
lead. 


There is a slight trap with 


this hand. Suppose you play 
out three rounds of clubs be- 
fore you release your second 
d i a m o n d . You will have 
made it impossible to get to 
dummy to cash the diamond 
jack if you have retained the 
seven or eight of clubs in 
your own hand. 


As for experts getting to 


six. Some might. Experts do 
strange things on occasion 
but if they are going to get 
to six someone will have 
overbid along the way. The 
no-trump and heart slarns 
depend on a lot of luck. Even 
the club slam which has a 
slightly better chance 
of 


making is nothing to write 
home to mother about.
